CHINESE BRIBERY AT 
SALINA CRUZ, 


Belgian Consul Imprisoned. 

From a Spanish exchange printed at 
Mexico City we take tho following :— 

On tho 2nd of this month,’ the Jefe 
Politico of Tehuantepec, necompanied by 
his Comandant -of Police, Isauc Suarez, 
arrived hore to arrest the Sanitary Dolegato, 
Dr-R. Medina, as ordered by the Judge of 
the District, Cresconcio Carreno, Tho 
Delogato was giving pratique to a steamer 
at tho time, and the order \was served on 
board the said steamor, All tho afternoon 
and night of tho 2nd they remained in 
Salina Cruz, tho Jefo as well as the 
Comandant without knowing why, and it 
was not until tho following day, Sunday, 
3rd, that “thoy. took: the prisoner to 
‘Tohvantepoc, wero ‘ho was at onco placed 
in solitary confinement in a. cell of the 
public gaol, at the disposition of the 
Judge of tho District. ~ .,° 

Tt is rumoured vaguely that Dr. Modi 
has been accused before the Circuit Court, 
owing to his being the’ Consul of Bolgium, 
but now that he has been dograded from 
this post, ho remains at the disposition of 
tho Court of the District of Tehuantepec: 
It is known that tho old . Company, 
China Commercial 8.8.

Co., for 
transporting Chinese immigrants; that 
he collected. $30 each from the passengers 
that this new Company landed, and which 
numbered about 400, telling them that this 
tax was imposed because tliey were affected 
with trachomn, and that if they did not 
pay tho 230 he.would return.thom,to China. 
The Chinéso, su mitting, Pai tho. 812, 000 
demanded of them, aud in the following 
manor :— 

$8,500 in bills and -gold, and $3,500 
with a howso which appears to have bech 
sold by a Chinaman and bought by Mr 
Luna, tho Municipal Presulant of Solas 
Cruz.
